been amicably settled with the re­ 
sult th at 
the 
lalmrers 
win 
their 
point The board will make its for­ 
mal report tomorrow .morning and 
recommends that a scale of 50 cents 
an hour be paid to wheelers and 
plowmen on public works, 40 cents 
to wagoners and shovelers, and oth­ 
ers are to receive 21 7-8 cents an 
hour. 
Fourteen contractors and about 400 
laborers were interested. The labor­ 
ers struck May IO. Since that time 
an $85,000 water and sewer exten­ 
sion contract and a $118,000 paving 
contract have been held up. The la­ 
borers, two months ago. demanded a 
araise in the scale of wages, aud a 
m ajority of them understood th at it 
was promised by the contractors. Only 
two contractors held out to the end 
against the laborers. 
They were Z. 
iFielder. who has the water and sew­ 
er contract, and S. D. Smedley, who 
has the paving contract. 
The board convened here yesterday 
m orning in the first session that has 
t)een held since its creation. The day 
was spent in hearing the side of the 
laborers. 
The entire day today was 
given to hearing the contractors. 
The board is comixised of C. L. 
Dougherty, state labor commiseioneT; 
J. F. Holden of the ..Midland Volley 
Railway company: Thomas Bell of 
Hughes. M. R. Powell of Oklahoma

Shawnee, Okla., May 29.—At IO:JO 
last nigh!, after having been out for 
twenty-six hours the jury returned a 
verdict in the ‘bribery case against 
Judge W. N. Malden of “not guilty.’’ It 
was reported that the jury has stood 
ll for acquittal and I for conviction 
since the jury started Its delibera­ 
tions. 
The court room a t the time the ver­ 
dict was returned, was nearly desert­ 
ed. Judge Rooser was present, the 
defendant and a few straggling spec­ 
tators who had l»een coming in larger 
numbers throughout the earlier part 
of the evening. 
Judge Maben was attended only by 
his father. When the bailiff announc­ 
ed that a verdict had been reached 
by the jury the judge instructed that 
they be brought into the court-rcKxn 
and the result of their deliberations 
read. 
The defendant remained in the 
sam e indifferent attitude which he 
has assumed throughout the hearing. 
When the verdict was read, his ex­ 
pression was unchanged except that 
a slight smile came over his face. 
Immediately upon the verdict of the 
jury being read. Judge Rosser thank­ 
ed them for their patient attendance, 
expressing especial gratitude to Jury­ 
man Pulley, who has been ill during 
the last few days of the trial. For 
the past two days, Pulley has been 
in the constant care of a physician. 
The jurors immediately started to 
file from the room and Judge Maben 
advanced toward them, extending his 
hand and with a smile expressed his 
thanks to them and declared that 
throughout his future, his conduct 
would be such that there would be 
no shadow of a suspicion cross his 
public or private life. 
He then ex­ 
tended his hand to the judge and ex­ 
pressed in glowing terms his appre­ 
ciation of his fairness in the con­ 
duct of the case. 
Judge Rosser, Judge Malden and the 
elder Mr. Maben then left the court­ 
room together and boarded a car 
for home. 
As they stepped upon the 
car, Maben was 
heard 
to 
remark, 
“Talk about being elected to office! 
This verdict is better news to me 
than being informed that I had been 
elected to all the offices in the na­ 
tion.” 
Theic has been much speculation 
as to what the future action on the 
part of the state would be in regard 
to the condition in the county, as 
shown by the evidence brought to 
light during the trial of Judge Maben. 
There are yet six indictments re­ 
maining against him. 
These may be 
dropped or they 
may 
-be 
pursued 
further. 
Attorney 
General 
West 
would give out nothing for publica­ 
tion as to bis further moves. Wheth­ 
er he continues the prosecution or 
not is entirely in his hands. 
How­ 
ever, it has been rumored that an­ 
other grand jury will be called and 
the conditions investigated thorough­ 
ly. 
This can be done with much more 
intelligence than in the case of th#* 
previous grand jury, which was prac­ 
tically working iii the darkness, 
it 
is probable, since the governor has 
instructed the attorney general to 
take what further action he deems 
I fest for the interests of the state, 
that this is the course which will be 
decided upon, and the remaining in- 
dictments against Judge Maben drop- 
! ped. in this event, it is also prol»- 
• able that the other indictments found 
by the last grand jury will be dropped 
and the prosecutions instituted 
as 
the coming grand jury may instruct. 
Whatever the counsel for the state 
may intend doing, it has already had 
the 
remaining pending 
indictments 
continued before Judge Rosser until 
the next term of court, which will be 
set by the state supreme court. 
Judge Rosser and his wife, who 
joined him here yesterday, left this 
{morning for their home at Poteau. 


Failing fo Break the Doors to the Pell 
Their Victim Is Shot Through 
the Bars. 


I 
Or. ML W. Trigon bas returned home 
from a business trip to Mississippi. 


Abilene, Tex., May 28.—Tom Bar­ 
nett, convicted of the murder of Alex 
Sears and sentenced to serve ninety- 
nine years in the penitentiary, was 
shot to death this morning about 1:30 
o'clock by a mob of masked men. 
who entered the jail where he was 
confined, awaiting the action of the 
higher court. 
About fifty masked -men assembled 
in the jail yard this morning and be­ 
gan seeking entrance to the jail. They 
were met at the door by Jailer L. L. 
Pee vv, 
who 
was overpowered and 
badly injured alout, the back. His 
gun and what ke>s he had on his 
person were taken, when the baud 
of eight men who had entered pro­ 
ceeded upstairs hunting for Barnett. 
The keys they had would not open 
any of the doors and they were forc­ 
ed to use crowbars, of which the 
mob had quite a number. All of the 
prisoners were questioned, but claim­ 
ed to have been only lately confin­ 
ed and said they knew nothing of the 
prisoner. Tom Barnett. 
The mob carried Deputy Sheriff 
Bob Peevy upstairs with them and 
demanded that he 
show* them 
the 
prisoner. 
This he refused to do, but 
suggested that they be careful and 
not get the wrong man. One man In ! 
the crowd asked Barnett to stand 'up. 
whomever he was. aud the prisoner 
complied, never uttering a sound. 
Shot to Death iii O IL 
After about a half hour’s work the 
mob finally succeeded 
in 
breaking 
through the outer door of Barnett’s 
cell, but could not force the inner 
door. Some one in the mob cried: 
“Let’s shoot him.” and his 
words 
were followed by a regular fusillade 
of shots from W inchesters and re­ 
volvers. Fifteen shots in all entered 
B arnetts body. 
A fter rhe shooting the moi) quietly 
dispersed, and so far the officers 
have no clew to their identity. Jailer 
Peevy is resting well, although his 
back 
was 
badly 
wrenched 
in 
the 
scuffle with the mob leaders. 
The coroner’s inquest has been held 
by Justice H. Rob Feeble. Extra dep­ 
uties have been appointed, and the 
entire force of authorities and depu­ 
ties of the city are making a most 
rigid investigation of the affair. Bar­ 
nett’s aged mother is prostrated with 
grief. 
Jailer Peevy’* Statement. 
Jailer Peevy this morning stated 
that on account of all the men wear­ 
ing masks he was unable to recognize 
any of them. However, he has a good 
description of 
three 
of 
them, on 
which officers are working. One of 
the men, in scuffling with the jailer 
had his finger caught by the ham­ 
mer of Peevy s pistol as the latter 
was trying to get his gun into use. 
The plunger cm the hammer caused a 
deep flesh wound in the man’s finger 
and this may help in the investiga­ 
tion. 
So far no arrests have been 
made. 
The alleged m urder of Alex Sears 
for which Barnett received the nine­ 
ty-nine year sentence was committed 
on the night of Feb. 3 at Mud Young 
school house, twelve miles east of 
here. 
Sears’ body was burned with 
the school 
house, supposedly after 
the murder had been committed. Bar­ 
nett was tried in the March term 
of 
the 
district 
court 
here 
under 
Judge T. L. Blanton, the case oc­ 
cupying five day s. 
A notice of ap­ 
peal had been given in the case and 
the prisoner was in the custody or 
the sheriff here awaiting action of 
the higher court. 


Barnett was a cattleman nere. as 
was also Alex Sears, for whose m ur­ 
der he was convicted 
The two were 
frequently involved in large cattle 
deals, and the chief evidence intro­ 
duced in Barnett’s trial was to the 
effect that 
Barnett owed Sears a 
large sirm of money from a recent 
deal of this kind. 
The body of Tom Barnett was this 
morning shipped to Talpa, in Cole­ 


man county, where it will be inter­ 
red tomorrow, that being his former 
home. 
Jailer in Uritiral Condition. 
Jailer Peevy is in a very critical 
condition from the injuries received 
at the hands of members of the mob 
this morning. 
As a result of investigation the au­ 
thorities here believe that after dis­ 
persing the mob mostly went north 
in buggies and that they came here 
that way from Anson, Merkel and 
oiher near-by towns. Sears lived near 
Merkel and had lived in Anson form­ 
erly. Jailer Peevy and a1] the pris­ 
oners upon being interviewed could 
not Jdentiy any of the mem liers of 
the mob, as all were masked. Only 
eight men entered the jail and only 
two fired shots. Tracks of six bug­ 
gies, rendered plain by recent rains, 
were found near the Texas and Pa­ 
cific stock pens and wore tracked out 
of town. Five of these were followed 
until they merged into the Anson 
road and the sixth went west, where 
its track 
was lost in the Merkel 
road. 
Judge Ria litouN Statements. 
District Judge Blanton, upon being 
questioned, stated: 
“There is very little to say regard­ 
ing the case, except that I will do 
the duty imposed upon me without 
fear or favor. This is a most deplor­ 
able affair and the first of its kind 
to happen in Taylor county.” 
Parties coming in from the north 
late this afternoon report the finding 
of what was supposed to have been 
intended as a stake. They state that 
a stake was driven in the ground, 
with inflammable material surround­ 
ing it and that mingled with many 
tracks was one woman’s footprints. 
Jailer 
Peevy, 
when 
interviewed, 
said: 
“ I can not tell you how it humili­ 
ates me to think that I was unable to 
lift a finger in that poor man’s be­ 
half after he had been placed in my 
custody, 
lf I could have gotten my 
gun I 
would have shot to kill. I 
can not swear any knowledge as to 
the 
identity of any of the 
mob. 
All were heavily 
masked 
and, 
al­ 
though they talked to me, I did not 
positively distinguish any voices.” 
Officers in surrounding towns have 
l)een notified and a most rigid inves­ 
tigation has been begun. No arrests 
have been made yet, but it is ex­ 
pected several will 
be 
made 
to­ 
night or tomorrow. 
Toil! Barnett** Hume Record. 
Terrell, Tex.. May 28.—Tom Bar­ 
nett, who was mobbed in the Abilene 
jail last night, was born in Kauf­ 
man county and for many years his 
father, Judge 
Barnett, lived on a 
farm near Elmo and was regarded as 
a highly respected and trustw orthy 
citizen during his residence in this 
county. Nothing in the life and con­ 
duct of Tom Barnett while here in­ 
d ic a te that he was capable of com­ 
m itting the heinious crime for which 
he was indicted.

Guthrie. May 28.—According to a 
recent educational law, teachers arc 
required to take examination in ag­ 
riculture and domestic science. For 
the puri>ose of helping teachers pre­ 
pare for this examination. John Wilk­ 
inson, assistant superintendent, form­ 
erly professor of agriculture in the 
Northwestern Normal school and at 
Alva, 
has 
prepared 
an 
elementary 
work on agriculture and 
domestic 
science. 
This little book 
will. 
no 
doubt, i>e a great aid to the teach­ 
ers of Oklahoma. 
State Supt, of Public Instruction JE. 
D. Cameron, is proud of the fact thai 
the total 
number of eighth 
grade 
graduates in the state will be alo u t 
double the number of last year, or 
any previous year, in the history of 
Oklahoma. 
There 
are 
within 
the 
state 5,535 common schools. 
Last 
year the total number of graduate 
was 
2.486 or 
alo u t 
one 
graduate 
for every two schools. 
This year the 
number of graduates 
will 
average 
about one for each school. In addi­ 
tion to the requirem ents of all prev­ 
ious years for eighth grade diplomas 
ha* been added th e subject* of O kla­ 
homa history, domestic science, agri­ 
culture and horticulture and music. 
Thus not only raising the standard 
required 
but doubling the number 
of graduates. This speaks vol urn us 
for the educational spirit of the new 
state, and reflects great credit ujioii 
those at the head of our common 
school system. 
The announcement was made this 
week that the state superintendent 
of 
Public 
Instruction 
has 
appor- 
tioned fifty cents of state money de­ 
rived 
from 
the 
rentals 
of 
school 
lands and interest on the common 
school fund, to each person of Oklar 
boma under 21 years of age. This is 
the 
largest 
summer 
dividend ever 
declared. 
The 
apportionment 
last 
January was $1.00. This makes $1.50 
for each person of school age with­ 
in the state of Oklahoma. Too much 
cannot lie said in praise of the school 
land department for this showing. It 
was supposed that when the two ter­ 
ritories 
were united and 
the fund 
divided among the children of all the 
state, instead of onM ialf the state. 
that the apportionment would l>e cut 
one-half. It was expected that 50c j>er 
capita lier year would be as much as 
we could reasonably expect to real­ 
ize. but this year that am ount has 
J been trebled. These apportionments 
prove that the bitter attack made by 
republicans on the school land de­ 
partm ent during the last campaign 
were entirely without foundation.

May 28.—The plans of 
a masked mob of fifty men intent up­ 
on lynching Will Brown, a nineteen 
year old negro, charged with attem pt­ 
ing to assault the ten-year-old daugh- 
t<■ r of John Osborne 
near 
Olustee 
Thursday, were foiled here last night 
bv Jailer Jones. 
The mob from Olustee came into 
Altus at 3 o'clock this morning, broke 
down the doors of the jail and made 
a vain search for the prisoner. Find­ 
ing that the prey had l>een removed, 
the mob went to the jailer’s home, 
thinking that the negro was l>elng 
hidden there. Here they learned that 
the jailer had spirited the prison 
er away, and the mob gave up the 
hunt.

The keys they had woilld not open 
any of the doors and bhey were forc- 
ed to use crowbars, of which the 
mob had Quite a mimiber All of the 
(prisoners were questioned, but claim- 
ed to, ha\e been only lately confin- 
ed and said they knew nothing of t'he 
prisoner, Tom Barnett. 


The mob carried Deputy Sheriff 


Bob Peevy upstairs with them and 
demanded that -he »how. rhetm 
thp 


prisoner. This Tie refused to do, foot 
suggested that they be careful and 
not get tone wrong man One 'man In 
the crowd abked Barnett to staniS *uijr, 
whereever he was, and the prisoner 
caiiipMed, never uttering a sound. 


Shot to Death in (VII. 


After about a half hour's wor4c the 


mob finally succeeded in breaking 
throng1)! the outer door of Barnett's 
cell, but could not force the inner 
door. Some one in the mob cried1 
Let's shoot him," and his words 
were followed by a legular fussilade 
of shots fiom "Winchesters and rer 
\olvers. Fifteen shots in all entered 
Barnett s body.

Jailer Peety's Statement. 


Jailer Peevy this morning stated

One of 
the men, in scuffltog with.the jailer 
ha<i his finger cautgtht 'by the ham- 
mer of Peevy's pistol as Che latter 
was trying to get his gun into use 
The plunger on the hammer caused a

and1 fihis may helip in the investiga- 
tion.

The alleged murder of Alex Sears 


for which Barnett received the nine- 
ty-nine MMI spnten-ce was committed 
on the night of iFeb 3 at Mud Young 
school house, twelve -miles east of 
here. Sears' body was burned with 
the school house, supposedly after 
the murder ha* been committed.

deal of this kind.

Jailer in Critical Condition. 


Jailer Peevy is in a very ciideal 


condition from the injuries received 
at the hands of im^mbers of the mob 
this morning.

•oad and the sixth went west, where 
its track was lost in the Merkel 
road. 


Judge Blairtou's Statements. 


District Judge Bianton, upon being 


questioned^ stated: 


"There is very little to say regard- 


ing the case, except that I will do 
the duty imposed upon me without 
fear or favor. This is a most deplor- 
able, affair and the first of its kind 
to happen in Taylor county."

50 MASKED MEN DO THE JOB

Abilene. Tex, May 28 —Tom Bar- 


nett, convicted oP the murder of Alex 
Seais and sentenced to serve ninety- 
nine years in the .penitentiary, was 
shot to death this morning about 1:30 
o'clock by a mob of masked men, 
who entered the jail where he was 
confined, awaiting the action of the 
higher court. 


'About Ufty masked 'men assembled 


in the jail >ard this morning ami be- 
gan seeking entrance to the jail. They 
were met at the door by Jailer L. U 
Peevy, who was overpowered 
and 


'badly injured about the back 
His 


'gun and 'What keys he had on his 
person were Mtken, when the band 
of ei?ht men who had entered ipro- 
ceeded upstairs hunting for Barnett. 
The keys they had woitld not open 
anv of the doors and they were forc- 
ed to use crowbars, of which the 
mob had Quite a mimiber All of the 
(prisoners were questioned, but claim- 
ed to, taie been only lately confin- 
ed and said they knew- nothing of the 
prisoner, Tom Barnett. 


The mob carneij Deputy Sheriff 


Bob Peevy upstairs with them and 
demanded that -he »how. them 
the 


prisoner. This he refused to do, font 
suggested that they be careful and 
not get tihe wrong man One man (n 
the crowd abked Barnett to stanH *ui]», 
whereever he was, and the prisoner 
complied, never uttering a sound. 


Shot tti tx-jith in (VII. 


After about a half hour's work the 


mob finally saicceed'ed in breaking 
through the outer door of Barnett's 
cell, but could not force the inner 
door. Some one in the mob cried- 
"Let's shoot him," an<t his words 
were followed by a legular fussilade 
of shots fi om Winchesters and ra- 
\olvers. Fifteen shots in all entered 
Barnett s body. 


'After the shooting t'he mdta quietly 


dispersed, and so far 
the 
officers 


lave no clew to their identity Jailer 
Peevy is resthvg well, although his 
back was badly wren-ohed in the 
scuffle with the mob leader's 


The coronei "s inquest has oeen held 


by Justice H Rob Keeble Extra dep- 
uties have been appointed, and the 
entire force of authorities and depu- 
ties of the city are 'making a most 
rigid investigation of the affair. Bar- 
nett's aged mother is iprostrated with 
grief. 


Jailer Peety's Statement. 


Jailer Peevy this morning stated 


that on account of all the .men wear- 
ing masks he was unable to recognize 
any of themt However, he has a sood 
description of three of them, on 
which Officers are working. One of 
the men, in scuffling with the jailer 
had his finger cauigiht -by the ham- 
mer of Peevy's pistol as Che latter 
was trying to get his gun into use 
The plunger on the hammer caused a 
dfeep f)es>li wound in the man's finger 


1 t&is may helip in the investiga- 


tion. 
So far no arrests have been 


made. 


The alleged murder of Alex Sears 


for which iBarnett received the nine- 
ty-nine * tMi sentence \\as committed 
on the night of iFeb 3 at Mud Young 
school house, twelve -miles east of 
acre. 
Sears'* body was burned with 


the school house, siupposed'ly after 
the murder had been comimitted. Bar- 
nett was1 tried in t'he March term 
of 
the district court here

Judge T. L. Blanton, the case oc- 
cupying five dlays

the prisoner was im- the custody of 
the sheriff here awaiting .action of 
the higher court. 


Barnett was a cattleman nere, as 


was also Alex Sears, for wliose mur- 
der he was convicted. The two were 
frequently involved in large cattlo 
deals, and the chief evidence intro- 
duced in Barnett's trial was to the 
effect that Barnett owed Sears a 
large sum of money from a recent 
deal of this kind. 


The body of Tom Barnett was this 


morning Bht|»ped to Talpa, in Cole- 


man county, where it win be inter- 
led tomorrow, that being his former 
home 


Jailer in Critical Condition. 


Jailer Peevy is in a very ciideal 


condition from the injuries received 
at the hands of members of Hie mob 
this morning. 


As a result of investigation the au- 


thorities here believe that a'fter dis- 
persing the mob mostly went north 
in buggies and that they came here 
that way from Anbon, Morkel and 
other near-toy town-s. Sears lived near 
iM«jikel a»d ha<i lived in Alison form- 
erly. Jailer Peevy and all the pris- 
oners nipon bein^ interviewed could 
not identiy any of the members of 
the mob, as all were masked Only 
eight men entered tihe Jail and only 
two fired] shots. Tracks of six bug- 
gies, rendered plain by recent rains, 
were foiin«} near the Texas and Pa- 
cific stock pens and were tracked out 
of town. Five of these were followed 
until they merged into the Anson 
road and the sixth went west, where 
its track was lost in the Merkel 
road. 


Judge Blantou's Statements. 


District Judge Blanton, upon being 


questioned, stated: 


"There is very little to say regard- 


ing the case, except that I will do 
the duty imposed upon m« without 
fear or favor. This is a mos/t deplor- 
able affair and the first of its kind 
to hajppen in Taylor county." 


Parties coming in from the noith 


late this afternoon report the finding 
of what was supposed to .have been 
intended as a stake. They state that 
a stake was driven in the ground, 
with inflammable material surround- 
ng it and that mingled with many 
tracks was one woman's footprints. 


Jailer 
Peevy, 
when 
interviewed, 


said: 


"I can not tell >ou how H humili- 


ates me 1£> >thinik that I was unable to 
"lift a finger in that poor -man's 'be- 
half afte* he had 'been placed In my 
custody. 
If I could 'have gotten my 


gun I would have shot to kill. 1
